WELLESLEY : 

WHEREAS, in pursuance of an Act of the sixth year of His present Majesty’s reign 
King George the Fourth, c. 30, intituled, An Act to amend an Act of the fourth year 
of His present Majesty’s reign, for the better Administration of Justice in the Court of 
Chancery, in Ireland, by which it is enacted, “ That at any time within twelve calendar 
“ months next after the passing of this Act, it shall and may be lawful to and for the Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland, or the Lord Keeper or Commissioners for the Custody of the Great 
“ Seal of Ireland, for the time being, to ascertain in like manner as in other cases is pro- 
“ vided by the said Act, the amount of the Gross and Net Income in the office of each 
“ and every of the Officers and Deputies of the said Court, who were such Officers 
“ or Deputies at the time of the passing of the said Act, and who by petition shall have 
“ desired or may desire the same for the year commencing on the first day of Michaelmas 
“ Term one thousand eight hundred and twenty-three, including in such Income, all and 
“ every Salary and Emolument arising from such office for and during the said year ; and 
“ if the Gross Income shall be less than the average Gross Income in the office of any 
“ such Officer or Deputy, certified in manner as by the said Act is required, then to inquire 
“ and ascertain in like manner, whether such deficiency or any and what part thereof arose 
“ from the said recited Act, or from any of the provisions contained therein, or in any 
“ general orders of the Lord Chancellor and the Master of the Rolls; and in case it shall 
“ appear that such deficiency, or any part thereof, did so arise, then to certify the amount 
“ of such deficiency so arising from the said Act or any of the provisions thereof, or the 
“ said orders ; and so after the end of every succeeding year, beginning on the first day 
“ of Michaelmas Term, to inquire and certify in like manner so long as any of the said 
“ Officers or Deputies shall live and retain their said offices respectively ; and every such 
“ Certificate shall be filed in manner required by the said Act, in the Auditor General’s 
“ office, and shall be conclusive as to the said matter ; and it shall be lawful for the Lord 

Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, to order that a sum equal 
“ to the amount of such deficiency, or such proportions thereof, as such Lord Lieutenant, or 
“ other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland shall think proper, shall from time to 
“ time be paid out of the Consolidated Fund, in full compensation for such deficiency, in 
“ manner and under the provisions and restrictions in the said recited Act 

And whereas Francis Dwyer, Esquire, Second Six Clerk of the High Court of Chancery 
in Ireland, having petitioned the Lord Chancellor, and the Right honourable Thomas Lord 
Manners Lord High Chancellor of Ireland, having accordingly caused inquiry to be made 
into the Salary and Emoluments of said office of Second Six Clerk, for the period of One 
year, doth certify, that the total amount of the Gross Income of the said office of said 
Francis Dwyer, for the period of one year, commencing the 3d day of November 1823 
and ending the 2d day of November 1824, is less than the average Gross Income of said 
office, as heretofore certified by his Lordship, and now of Record in the Auditor General’s 
office in Dublin Castle, by the sum of Two thousand one hundred and seventy seven 
pounds seventeen shillings and sixpence : 

And that certain parts of such deficiency arose in consequence of the provisions of 
said Act of the fourth George the Fourth, c. 61, and a general order of the Court of 
Chancery of Ireland of the 29th January 1824, in pursuance of said Act, and amount in 
the whole to the sum of One thousand one hundred and seventy-nine pounds four shillings 
and nine-pence, for which sum of One thousand one hundred and seventy-nine pounds 
four shillings and nine-pence, the said Francis Dwyer is entitled to receive compensation, 
pursuant to the several directions and provisions of said Act ; — 

These are therefore to authorize and require you to cause to be issued out of the receipt 
of the Exchequer of Ireland, to Francis Dwyer, Esquire, Second Six Clerk of the High 
Court of Chancery in Ireland, the sum of One thousand one hundred and seventy-nine 
pounds four shillings and nine-pence, in compensation for such deficiency for one year, 
commencing on the 3d day of November 1823 and ending the 2d day of November 1824, 
in manner and under the provisions and restrictions in the said recited Act. And for so 
doing, this shall be your Warrant. Given at His Majesty’s Castle of Dublin, the 1st day 
of July 1825.
